ever, the Arab League refused to pay 
the price demanded by Britain: support 
for the Bernadotte Plan and cessation of 
the fighting in Palestine. 

The British offer is sull open, and the 
Egyptians now seem more willing, par- 
ticularly as the British Government 
seems prepared to show its good will 
towards Egypt by restraining King 
Abdullah from actually carrying out his 
threatened fait accompli in the Arab sec- 
tor of Palestine, thus preserving the unity 
of the Arab League and the prestige of 
the Crown of Egypt. A categorical and 
authoritative statement has been made in 
Cairo to the effect that Britain is not 
supporting King Abdullah's measures tor 
the acquisition of the “rump” kingdom 
of Palestine 

Ihe internal consequences of the 
assassinatiqn of Nokrashy Pasha are sull 
difficult to foresee. When I last spoke 
to him he was probably the most cxtreme 
of all Egyptian political leaders in his 
opposition to Zionism, but his chief pre- 
occupation was then the Wafd, which he 
set out to crush out of Egypt's political 
hfe 

His first success, oddly enough, was 
to win the support of the Moslem 
Brotherhood, which had_ previously 
ine Watd in opposiion to Nok- 
rashy s Governmeni But this “ mar- 
riage of convemence ” did not last. When 
ihe Arab States met in conference al 
Aley. in the Lebanon. in October, 1947, 
to deci theu policy should a Jewish 
State be established in Palestine, Nok- 
rashy was the only Arab leader who 
opposed the proposal that the Arab 
States should go to wart He was outl- 
voted ind he then became d whole- 
hearted advocate of the majority policy 
Leader 

Both Count Bernadoite and Dz 
Bunche have said that. in private, Nok- 
rashy was probably the ost accom- 
modating ot all the Arab leaders: he 
would have desired a setiiement if u had 
been politically possible Bui the in- 
ternal dictatorship which Nokrashy had 
sci up m Egypt made this mmpossible. 

As late as the beginnme of this month, 
when Dr. Bunche returned from a trip to 
Caro and Amman, he capressed his 
imazement at the absolute lack.of any 
knowledge in Cairo of what had been 
happening to the Egyptian Army 1); 
Bunche said he had spoken to leading 
Egyptian publicists and poltucians and 
given them a resume of the situation of 
the Egyptian Army im the Negev alter 
the October tightrnge. They had merely 
laughed at him. He also had become a 
victim of Zionist propaganda, they said 

Ihe general opinion among the best 
informed people in Cairo. according to 
Bunche, was that Nokgashy had failed to 
exploit pohtically the miulitary successes 
of the Egyptian. Army in the field. That 
was the. only burden of the complaint 
Bunche heard Nokrashy and 
some. ol his. generals knew better—and 

hey said nothing. It looks almost as if 
Nokrashy in. the end fell a victim to his 
own policy of keeping the truth from the 
peopl 

Ihe new Government inherits all these 
problems: and-——if the King now closely 
identities himselt with it—even more and 
more complex varieties of problems thai 
possibly lead to anything - like 
stable Government in Cairo

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Israel's Constitution

Constitution. No person may be kept in 
custody for more than 24 hours without 
an order from a magistrate; and im- 
prisonment for debt is abolished. 

Military courts will have jurisdiction 
only over members of the armed forces 
(under the present emergency regulations 
military courts have the power to Uy 
civilians). The civil courts will be of 
four kinds: magistrates’ courts, district 
courts, the High Court, and the Supreme 
Court. Parallel religious courts will also 
exist within the framework of Israel's 
judicial system. 

All inhabitants of Israel will have tree- 
dom of conscience and of religious wor- 
ship; there will also be freedom of speech 
and of the Press. 

Ihe State will be responsible for the 
protection of the holy places and of sites 
of archeological interest, 

The Sabbath and the Jewish Holy-days 
sill be official days of rest; days sacred 
to non-Jewish inhabitants of Israel will 
be observed as days of resi by the mem- 
bers of those communities 

The State will provide education tor 
all children tno school-leaving age has yet 
been fixed). Religious and foreign edu- 
cational establishments will be permitted 
io continue their activities 


Legislative Institution 


The only legislative instituuion will be 
the Chamber ot Deputies. All citizens 
over the age of 21 will have the mght to 
vote (for the forthcoming elections to the 
Constituent Assembly the tranchise has 
been extended to tnclude all persons over 
IS years of age). The country ts to be 
divided into electoral districts providing 
for one Deputy tor each 10,000 inhabr- 
tants. (it thought probable that. this 
last provision will be rejected, since it IS 
opposed by the members of the smaller 
parties.) 

General elections will be held every 
four years [he Chamber of Deputies 
will normally hold its proceedings in pub- 
le, but there may be a secret session at 
the request of not fewer than two-thirds 
ol the Deputies. 

Israc! will be a republic, at the head of 
which will be a President elected by the 
Chamber of Deputies for a term of five 
years. He may not serve more than two 
terms. The President, who must be over 
3S years ot age. will apport the Premier. 
Ministers, Ambassadors, and command- 
ing officers of the armed forces. He has 
the meht to dissolve the Chamber should 
it fail to form a Government Executive 
This Executive will consist of Ministers 
not exceeding 1S m number, as well as 
other persons who must be members of 
the Chamber of Deputies. The President's 
functions will be similar to-those of. the 
French President 

In the event of the death o} President 
his othce will be temporarily assumed by 
the Chairman of the Chamber of Depu- 
tics. A new President must. be elected 
within a month of the death or’ resigna- 
uon of his predecessor 

Bills, forergn treatres, the budget, etc 
must pass the Chamber and then receive 
the President's signature

A call to Israel men and women of all 
laiths to unite im shouldering the con- 
structive tasks of peace was issued fast 
week by the Israel Premier; Mr. David 
Ben-Gurion, in a message addressed to 
the Chrisuan populauon. of the State of 
Israel, on the occasion of Christmas. He 
added a prayer that peace and good will 
may soon be realised, so that men and 
women of all creeds in Israel may be able 
to dedicate themselves in wholehearied 
unity to the constructive tasks of peace. 

A. special Christmas broadcast was 
made trom the Church of Annunciation 
in Nazareth by the Jewish State Broad- 
casting Station, Kol Israel. 

The Israeli Chief of Staff ordered ali 
unit commanders to grant a special four- 
day Christmas leave to all Christian 
volunteers m the ranks of the “Israeli 
army. they number between 70 and 80. 

Christian children in: the Jewish-held 
area olf Jerusalem were entertamed by the 
local Israeh army authorities to a 
Christmas party, complete with the tradi- 
tional Christmas tree, gifts; and entertain- 
mem. Similar arrangements were also 
made im Haifa 

Extra food rations for Chrisuan com- 
munities included nieat, frozen chicken, 
rice, eggs, margarine, oil, and white flour. 
Special meals were arranged for the poor. 
and all relgious 7 educational institutions 
received fruit and sweets to be distributed 
at Governmenmeexpense. 

A special Christmas. luncheon was 
served in a northern Israel prisoner-of- 
war camp contaming 1,220 Arabs from 
Palestine, Syria and traq. 


Speakers. on behalf of the prisoners, 


promised that they would be “ peaceful 
if set free.—+J.T.A. and Reuter.)

The French Attitude 


[From our Own Correspondent| 


PARIS 

France will play an important role in 
the United Nations Palestine Conciliation 
Commission, of Which she is a member 
along with the United States and Turkey, 
declared a spokesman of the French 
Foreign Ministry whom I asked for a 
pre-view of his country’s attitude to 
its new mission in the Holy Land. 

The French, he said, will bring an open 
mind to the question of frontiers and cer- 
tain preconceived convictions on the 
subject of internationalisation of religious 
shrines. 

Elaborating this dual theme, _ the 
Quai d'Orsay official said that France, 
unlike other Powers suchas Britain, had 
no Strategic interests or direct stake in 
the Middle East, and would be guided 
solely by considerations of equity in seek- 
ing a soluuon to the frontier problem 
acceptable to both Jews and Arabs. He 
stressed that France, though aware of the 
difficulties, would strive to work out on 
the spot. a boundaries formula which 
could form a basis of peaceful settle- 
ment, either by direct negotiations or 
throuch the good offices of the Concilia- 
Commission. 

Asked whether the forthcoming meet- 
me between M. Schuman, the French 
Foreign Minister, and Mr. Bevin micht 
not lead to a modification of the French 
the Quai d Orsay spokesman 
rephed with an emphatic “no.”

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EGYPT AND ISRAEL 


THE murder of Noxrasny has been 
widely and justly deplored in this country, 
both for the crime itself and for the rather 
lurid light it casts upon the internal affairs 
of Egypt. The murdered statesman was 
personally popular with those foreigners 
who came in contact with him, and despite 
his vigorous championship of Egypt's claims 
was not regarded as particularly hostile to 
Great Britain. It is eloquent of the evolu- 
tion of Egyptian natianalism that a politician 
who, in 1924, was arrested on suspicion of 
complicity in the murder of Sir Lee Stack 
—unfounded, be it said, in the opinion of 
most observers—should in his latter years 
have beconie the target of repeated assassina- 
tion plots organised by fanatics of the 
extreme Right. His murderer has been 
identified as a member of the Moslem 
Brotherhood, whose Fascist and anti-foreign 
tenets have been blazoned across Egypt for 
a number of years, in the main unhampered 
by a Government anxious to divert social 
discontent into what it thought to be com- 
paratively safe channels. It was only last 
November, following the murder of Catro’s 
police chief, that. NOKRASHY PASHA sum- 
moned up courage to dissolve the Brother- 
hood His own. assassination im _ the 
precincts of the Ministry he controlled, and 
trom where he directed police operations, 
will undoubtedly impress other politicians 
with the danger of incurring the wrath 
of the extremists. Hrs successor, IBRAHIM 
Arput Hupa Pasha, ts KING FAROUK'S 
closest. adviser and his appointment may 
usher in a period of .more or less open 
royalist rule, with or without Parliament, in 
cucumstances likely to. give increasing 
weight to those elements on whom the Palace 
traditionally relies. It has been stated 
that of the other possible candidates 
SIDKY PASHA is unacceptable to 
Farouk because of his opposition to the 
Palestine war, and NaHas Pasua for personal 
reasons KING FaroukK,. therefore, must 
govern with and through his own nominees. 
Ihe expesment will be watched with 
interest, but with much confidence 
Egypt is too close to social upheaval to 
remain quiet tor long under the more or less 
benevolent autocracy of its King 


By a comeidence which none the. less dis- 
closes the underlying tangle of conflicts, the 
assassination of Egypt's Premier has come 
within a few days of the outbreak of 
renewed fighting in Southern Palestine. One 
of the complaints of the Moslem Brother- 
hood against NOKRASHY was that his leader- 
ship had robbed the country of the well- 
merited fruits of army's triumphs inthe 
Negev—a reading of events encouraged by 
the Cairo censorship and more generally by 
inc Governments rash pandering to the 
forces Of popular nationalism. On this, the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN reasonably com- 
ments: “ The time has come to. face the 
facts realistically, even if they are humiliat- 
mg, 10 turn away trom the mirage of xeno- 
phobia, and to make a sincere attack on 
Feypts rcal problems of poverty and 
disease.” In assessing the weight likely to 
be given to such counsels in Cairo. it must 
be remembered that the King and the army 
leaders are less likely than anyone else to 
take a liberal course, while the Wafd 
politicians, who are moving in this direction. 
are also moving towards republicanism out 
of sheer despair at their country’s misgovern- 
ment. it is probable that the campaign in 
Palestine will shortly be terminated in a 
manner which will at last acquaint the public 
with the real state of affairs, but to believe 
that. this denouement will sober the 
extremists or encourage the Government to 
evolve liberal policies requires an unusual 
gegree of Optimism. It is more likely that 
Cairo wall witness further pogroms and more 
Government-sponsored  confiscations of 
Jewish property—already estimated to run 
into twenty mullion sterling. 


It is against this background that one must 
to judge the British Foreign Office's latest 
allempt to save Egypt's dwindling prestige 
by enabling her army to beat an unchal- 
lenged retreat from the Negev—provided, of 
course, that Israel also withdraws. This 
solution would have the ad\ aniage of ending 
the war. without. further..blows Egypt's 


pride, and turning the Negev into a military 
and political no-man’s-land, thus challenging 
Israel's claim to possession. As on every 
previous occasion, the British delegate on the 
Security Council—briefed after Mr. BEvIN’s 
unusual mid-holiday conference with his 
Middle Eastern advisers last Sunday— 
attempted to place Egypt and Israel on the 
same footing, as though the resolution of 
November 29, 1947, had never been. In the 
light of the British Government's attitude 
towards the Dutch refusal to give unques- 
tioning obedience to the Security Council, his 
demand that the Council take action to end 
the fighting lacked even the superficial 
appearance of consistency. Mr. MALIK, for 
the Soviet Union, was on slightly firmer 
ground, for in supporting the demand for 
a cease-fire in Palestine he was merely 
repeating his stand on Indonesia. The 
matter cannot, however, be disposed of by 
a simply analogy, for there 1s, after all, 
a considerable difference between defending 
one’s own country, as tue Israelis are 
doing, and operating in someone else's, 
however strong the provocation. may 
be in the latter case—and it should not 
be assumed that the Dutch have no case. 
The Negev 1s part of Israel and it ts asking 
too much of the Jews to expect that they 
will indefinitely put up with the spectacle 
of a hostile army encamped on their own 
territory. The time for the Security Council 
to act, and for the British Government to 
strike a moral attitude, was last May, when 
the Egyptian army should have been ordered 
out of Palestine. Since the United Nations 
failed to take appropriate action to stop 
aggression against its own decision, no one 
need be surprised that the army of Israel is 
tackling the job itself. 


TORAH AND LIFE 


1HE purpose of the Torah was defined fo: 
all time in a famous passage of Holy Writ: 
“ Mine ordinances shall ye do.’and My 
Statutes shall ye keep, to walk therein: | am 
the Lord your God. Ye shall therefore keep 
My statutes, and Mine ordinances, which it 
a man. do, he shall live by them: I am the 


Lord.” With true insight, the Rabbis stressed 


the significance of these words as meaning 
that the Divine Law was intended to pro- 
mote the life and well-being of mankind. 

By their interpretation of its teachings, 
its constituted guardians must enable it to 
bring: healing and redemption to troubled 
souls. Nor must they neglect to consider 
how the life-giving principles of the Torah 
can be made to influence human life and 
brought into practical retationship with 
ever-changing conditions and circumstances. 

A concrete example of the kind of prob- 
lem which confronts Rabbinical authority 
at the present day is presented in Mr. H. A. 
GOODMANS. article, “ Ecosoc and Missing 
Persons,” on the opposite page. The particu- 
lar problem of the presumption of death 
ol Missing persons has acquired special 
emphasis as a result of the war and of mass 
extermination by the Nazis. © Millions of 
people who must thus have lost their lives 
are sull legally classified as * missing.” This 
lamentable. situation prevents the remarriage 
oO! widows, the inheritance of property, and 
many other important legal acts. In this 
connection, the United Nations has been 
rendering splendid humanitarian service. At 
the instigation of the International Refugee 
Organisation, the Secretary-General has 
drawn up a draft Convention on Declaration 
Of Death of Missing Persons, which will 
come before the Economic and Social Coun- 
cil early next year. This document is of 
general concern to-very many countries, but 
it Obviously has exceptional importance for 
the Jewish people, and the present. pro- 
posals have been supported by the tour 
Jewish organisations which enjoy consulta- 
tive status with Ecosoc. 

Closely bound up with this question from 
the specifically Jewish standpoint is the 
problem of the A guna. The Beth Din has 
issued a statement which includes the follow- 
ing asseruon: 

_“ Jewish Religious Marriage Law does not recog- 
mise a mere presumption of death. As this 1s 
entirely a religious matter, it will be readily under- 
stood that it falls outside the scope of the Inter- 
national Civil Convention.” 

This attitude seems not entirely worthy of 
the occasion. While it is doubtless strictly 
correct as far as it goes, its studiously non- 
comnmuttal approach is far from promising. 
If the United Nations is encouraged to move 
im this matter, then surely some complemen- 
tary action, of a more positive and construc- 


tive nature, might be expected irom our 
ecclesiastical authorities. It will, indeed, be 
a reproach to our religious tradition if a 
rigid interpretation of the Rabbinic code 
prevents the rendering of legal aid to the 
suffering and afflicted. 

Signs of progress, however, can be seen 
from the fact that the old non possumus 
attitude is already being overborne by the 
march of events in Israel. A most significant 
addition to the published views on the 
question of religion and the State, with 
regard to the Israeli Constitution, ts con- 
tained in a letter addressed by RABBI MEIER 
BERLIN, head of the Mizrachi World Move- 
ment, to Mr. M. LeBanon, Israeli High Court 
Judge, and quoted in the Mizrachi bulletin, 
the JewisH Review. BERLIN writes: 


“The only opinion I believe to be valid is that 
all Courts of Law in the Jewish State should be 
conducted according to the laws and ordinances of 
the Torah which have been handed down trom 
generation to generation, it being understood. that 
many of them will have to be amended, altered, or 
reformulated, as the needs of our times demand.” 


It would seem that the spirit of the Holy 
Land is compelling a reassertion of the life- 
giving conception of the Torah. 


JEWISH CHILDS DAY 


FROM reports and notices in Our cOhimns, it 
is apparent how largely the observance of 
Chanucah has become bound up with special 
celebrations for the children. This aspect of the 
Festival finds specific expression in the happy 
designation of Sunday next, the Seventh Day 
of Chanucah, as Jewish Child’s Day. Attention 
has already been directed here to the aims and 
objects of thes occasion, which promuses, after 
its successful inaucuration last vear..to become 
an annual event of deep significance in our 
communal jife, In our concern for the welfare 
of the child, we respond to. the truest instincts 
of our religious tradition, Is it well with the 
child?” asked the Hebrew prophet, and his 
question suggests, the motif of next Sunday's 
celebration. By focusing attention on the needs 
of the child, the organisers of this movement 
have made splendid use of the opportunity 
presented to them at this season. [he com- 
munity is summoned to consider its responsi- 
bility towards those who constitute the pledges 
of our future, In reflecting on the message of 
the Festival, we-are reminded that Chinuch con- 
ve\s the double meaning of © dedication ™ and 
“education.” while the increasing radiance of 
the Menorah-—which will be. at its brightest 
on Sunday evening -aptly symbolises the. light 
of religion that must be passed On from. one 
veneration to the next. And the children them- 
selves are encouraged to participate in activities 
which demonstrate ther unity with the whole 
House of Israe!. An impressive programme 
of charitable endeavour has lately. been pro- 
moted by groups of children and their elders 
in every part of the British Isles... This has been 
desiyned to reach its clyemax with a multitude 
of functions centred on Jewish Child's Day. All, 
whether \oung or old, whose hearts are kindled 
to venerous support of this cause, will be truly 
spreading the Chanucah ilumination, 


ARAB MINORITIES 


Fur plight of Arab refugees, consequent upon 
the war that was started. by the Arab League, 
has not only. aroused venuine humanitarian con- 
cern, but bas also formed the pretext for much 
unscruptilous propayr nd: Against the Jews 
PROFESSOR NORMAN BENTWICH'S article. “ The 
Arabs in Palestine,” which appears on page 11, 
supplies a much needed corrective to the tendeén- 
tious reports which the traducers of Jewry have 
so widely circulated. This is no ex parte state- 
ment by a spokesman of the Israeli Government, 
PROFESSOR BENTWich has recenily been a 
zealous. worker in the cause of bringing rehef 
to the Arab war-victims... His strictly factual 
account of what is being done by the authorities 
for the welfare of the Arab minority in -Israeli 
territory must therefore command attention 
from. all unbiased inquirers. The work which 
he wetails of the Ministry of Minorities makes 
impressive reading. It is a record which would 
be remarkable at. any time, but which is 
altogether outstanding in the circumstances, as 
is also the further report of the Israeli Govern- 
ment’s allocation of funds for Arab children’s 
schooling, The new-born State of Israel has 
been straigeling for its very existence against 
invading armies, while also having to cope with 
unprecedented problems of immigration, of con- 
Stitution-making, and other abnormal diffi- 
culties. Yet, at a time when war is being waged 
against it by Arab enemies, it has been actively 
and consistently concerned to promote the 
welfare of its Arab minorities. SHITREET'S 
administration of the Minority Ministry, as 
described by Prorressor BENTWICH, must 
reassure any who have felt doubtful about the 
possibility of preserving traditional Jewish ideals 
in the political life of a modern State. Recent 
reports which we have published from our own 
correspondent have shown a gratifying response 
by important sections of the minorities, both 
Moslem and Christian. Leading Sheikhs have 
brought messages of good will on behalf of the 
Beduin of the Negev: contingents of Druzes have 
joined the Israeli Army: the local head of the 
Maronite Church has expressed the friendship 


of his community. All this evidence show. an 
attitude of mind and a condition of affairs which 
are vastly different from those Prevailing in the 
Arab States. And as if to round off the story 
it is pertinent to point to the report from ous 
Tel Aviv correspondent of the appeal to the 
Israeli Government by the international relies 
organisations—an appeal willingly acceded — 
to allow relief supplies for Arab refugees io he 
taken across Israeli territory because of jhe 
deplorable losses en route through Arab s;

Its 
aim is not to glonfy Jewry of 
project it in some romantic setting. The 
purpose is the more utilitarian one of 
revealing rs component paris and show- 
ing how they fit into the kaleidoscopic 
whole; of illuminating iis countless facets 
and presenting them as .a well co- 
ordinated picture Does succeed 
Ihe “Jewish Year Book.’ which Mi:

This is a good recipe to use when 
margarine is in short supply. 

Self-raising flour. 4 oz.:; castor sugar, 
4 oz.: milk or water, 2 tablespoonfuls;
